The prior art of record do not teach or suggest, in the claimed combination thereof, a 
magnetic device comprising: 

- a circuit board having an upper surface, a lower surface and a mounting aperture 
therethrough between the first and lower surfaces; 

- a magnetic assembly positioned through the mounting aperture and mounted to the 
circuit board, wherein the magnetic assembly includes: 

a winding having a first end, a second end and a wound portion; and 
a core disposed around at least a portion of the winding. 
wherein the first end of the winding extends outward from the wound portion to define a 
linear support, the second end of the winding extends outward from an opposite side of the 
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wound portion to define a point support and wherein the linear support and the point support of 
the first and second ends mount onto the circuit board and support the assembly.
